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Festival plans becoming finalized 
as The Deaf Way draws nearer 


People attending The Deaf Way 
Conference and Festival in July will 
have a unique opportunity to explore 
deaf culture in both conference and 
festival activities. Issues of language, 
deaf communities, and deaf expression 
discussed in daytime conference ses- 
sions will be reflected in the art and 
evening performances at the festival. 

As the July 9-14 event draws nearer, 
plans are being finalized for festival ac- 
tivities. The majority of festival events 
will take place on the Gallaudet cam- 
pus in the late afternoon and evening, 
but the festival will also have a room at 
the Omni Shoreham, the conference 
hotel, where slides, videotapes, and 
films by deaf artists will be featured. 
Lunchtime performances at the hotel 
include magicians and mimes, and pos- 
sibly an international fashion show. 

Among the international highlights of 
the festival will be two theater compa- 
nies from Russia—the Moscow Theatre 
of Mime and Gesture, Russia’s premier 
deaf theater company, and the Schuck- 
in Theatre, a new Russian avant-garde 
troupe. Japan is sending the Japan 
Theatre of the Deaf and the Deaf Pup- 
pet Theatre “Hitomi.” 

In addition to other professional theater 
groups and representatives from France, 
Sweden, Norway, Canada, Singapore, Is- 
rael, London, China, Switzerland, and the 
United States, countries from all over the 
world are sending groups of community 
players to show the variety of deaf theatri- 
cal modes of expression. Community play- 
ers will come from Czechoslovakia, 
Spain, the Philippines, Ecuador, India, the 
Basque region of Spain, Venezuela, Ita- 
ly, Finland, and the United States. Per- 
formances will take place at Gallaudet in 
Elstad Auditorium, the Field House 
gymnasium, Ely Auditorium, and the 
KDES and MSSD Auditoriums.

Artists Program at the Smithsonian, the 
Little Theatre of the Deaf (USA), the 
“Hitomi” Puppet Theatre, the Moscow 
Theatre of Gesture and Mime, and the 
Greek Theatre of the Deaf will perform 
at the Smithsonian’s Discovery Theatre 
during Deaf Way week. 

The festival will feature nightly per- 
formances by deaf dancers. Contem- 
porary dancers include Amnon Damti 
and his dancers from Israel and Igal 
Perry and Perridance of New York City. 
Folk dancers will come from Bulgaria, 
Switzerland, Turkey, Spain, the Philip- 
pines, Ecuador, and other countries. 

Children and adults alike will be en- 
tertained by a group of international 
magicians coordinated by Simon Car- 
mel. And Clayton Valli is gathering 
sign artists from every corner of the 
world for performances of sign art, the 
uniquely deaf art form that combines 
storytelling, theater, and movement. 

The Deaf Way has commissioned a 
mural by artist Chuck Baird and sculp- 
tures by Guy Wonder to capture the 
spirit of The Deaf Way. These works 
will be unveiled on campus during the 
week. Betty Miller, a renowned artist 
who will be conducting a workshop the 
end of May to develop a manifesto 
recognizing deaf art as a fully deve- 
loped art form, will display at The Deaf 
Way the manifesto and the art works 
produced during her workshop. 

Art will be on exhibit in several cam- 
pus buildings. Seventeen paintings by 
deaf artist Granville Redmond will be in 
Chapel Hall. Deaf sculptors, painters, 
and photographers from around the 
world will set up booths in an area of 
the Field House gym and will be avail- 
able for discussions The Hall of Fame 
room in the Field House will become 
an “invited gallery,” for display of 
works by international deaf artists.

Special Olympics to draw athletes, 
celebrities, community to campus 


Close to 1,000 athletes from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, including a team 
from Kendall Demonstration Elemen- 
tary School, will flock to Gallaudet’s 
track and Field House May 19 for the 
21st Annual Special Olympics. 

This is the 15th year that Gallaudet 
has hosted the three-day event, which 
tests the skills of mentally retarded peo- 
ple ages 8 to adult in gymnastics, 
aquatics, soccer, softball, volleyball, 
and track and field. 

Ushering in the sporting games is a 
26-mile torch relay by 4,000 to 8,000 
officers from various police agencies in 
the District, including Gallaudet’s 
Department of Safety and Security. 

A number of celebrities are also ex- 
pected to make appearances at the 
Special Olympics this year. According 


to Peter Goodman, Gallaudet’s facilities 
and equipment coordinator and Special 
Olympics games director, actor Blair 
Underwood of the popular television 
series “L.A. Law,” actress Linda Carter 
(“Wonder Woman”), and a number of 
players from the Washington Capitols, 
the Washington Bullets, and possibly 
the Washington Redskins will be on 
hand to cheer the special olympians to 
victory. 

The civic-minded event always brings 
a host of community organizations 
whose members volunteer their time to 
coordinate activities, provide refresh- 
ments, and help keep the athletes’ 
spirits high. Goodman said that more 
volunteers are always welcome.

MSSD physics students net honors 


A team of physics students from 
MSSD netted two first-place awards 
and placed third out of 31 area high 
schools in the 1989 Physical Olympics 
held April 22 at the University of 
Maryland, College Park. 

This was the first year that MSSD 
participated in the event, which was 
sponsored by the University of 
Maryland’s Department of Physics and 
Astronomy for area high schools. 

The seven-student team, drawn 
mainly from MSSD’s introductory phys- 
ics class, entered seven events. They 
won two first-place trophies in individu- 
al events, for the paper tower building 
and the cantilever events. 

In the paper tower competition, the 
team was given one 81/2x11 sheet of 


paper and 50 centimeters of tape, from 
which they were to build the tallest 
structure possible. The team construct- 
ed a tower more than five feet tall, 
which was free-standing for the re- 
quired 10 seconds. The cantilever com- 
petition required students to figure out 
the best distribution of team members 
on two boards in order to balance one 
person on the end of a platform similar 
to a diving board.

McGinnis, and Marvin Miller. Teachers 
working with the group were Mary Ells- 
worth and Mohan Varthakavi of the 
Science Department and Carolyn Perry 
of the Math Department.

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laudet Research Institute’s Center for 
Assessment and Demographic Studies 
(CADS), attempts to answer that question. 

Deaf Children and the School-to- 
Work Transition, co-authored by Dr. 
Thomas Allen, Brenda Rawlings, and 
Arthur Schildroth, presents data from a 
survey of a large sample of deaf stu- 
dents and their high school counselors 
on the students’ transition from high 
school to careers. 

The core of book reports the findings 
of a survey of 6,200 severely and pro- 
foundly hearing impaired students ages 
16 through 22 enrolled in 485 programs 
during the 1986-87 school year, and of 
the counselors of 4,500 of these students. 

It also provides information from a 
supplemental questionnaire directed to 
schools and programs with deaf high 
school students about their relationships 
with state vocational rehabilitation 
offices. 

The book describes the vocational 
coursework and training received by 
deaf students, examines the involve- 
ment of vocational rehabilitation offices 
and other outside agencies, and 
describes the work experiences of deaf 
students while they are still in high 
school. It also discusses the degree to 
which formal agreements exist between 
schools and vocational rehabilitation 
offices and presents data on the gradu- 
ation and drop-out rates of deaf high 
school students. 

Deaf Children and the School-to- 
Work Transition contains 10 chapters, 
including an overview of the current 
status of prevocational transition and 
vocational rehabilitation services for 
deaf students by Dr. Marita Danek and 
Dr. William McCrone from Gallaudet’s 
Counseling Department. 

One chapter, by CADS’ Dr. Carol 
Traxler, studies the use of tests in place- 
ment decisions within schools and reviews 
14 commercially available tests used 
with deaf students. A chapter by two 
parents of deaf high school graduates 
relates their experiences with schools 
and rehabilitation agencies in the transi- 
tion process. Another chapter by Gloria 
Wright, president of the American 
Deafness and Rehabilitation Associa- 
tion, describes the transition services 
available from state offices of vocational 
rehabilitation, and their limitations. 

The book, published by Paul H. 
Brookes Company in Baltimore, is 
available at the Gallaudet Bookstore.
